Elections 


The Coffee County ASC 
Committee has reviewed and set 
community boundaries for the ASCS 
community committee elections to be 
held between November 23 and 
December 3. ‘'This is one of the first 
steps in administering the annual 
ASC farm committee electfons,”’ 
said Robert English, Chairperson of 
the Coffee County ASC Committee. 

Coffee County has 10 ASC 
communities. ASC communities are 
local administrative areas which help 

provide farmers with effective farm 
program administration. According 
to English, these areas are reviewed 
yearly to determine whether locally 
changed boundaries would benefit 
farmers. 

A list of ASC communities, 
a boundary map, and the number of 
farms within each community are 
available to the public at the ASCS 
office in New Brockton. The ASC 
communities in Coffee County are as 
follows: Community A composed of 
Beats 1 & 18; Community B 
composed of Beats 2, 19 & 20; 
Community C composed of Beats 
3,4, 5 & 15; Community D composed 
of Beats 6,21 & 22; Community E 
composed of Beats 10 & ll; 
Community F composed of Beats 9 & 
12; Community G composed of Beat 
7; Community H composed of Beat 8; 
Community I composed of Beats 14, 
16 & 23; Community J composed of 
Beat 17. 

Other events concerning the 
upcoming election will be announced 
as they occur. Participation in ASC 

elections is open to all eligible 
farmers regardless of race, religion, 
sex, color and national origin.

Final 1984 Crop Soybean Loan 
And Purchase Ratz Set 


The final loan and purchase rate 
for 1984 crop soybeans will be $5.02 
per bushel, the same as the pre- 
liminary rate announced earlier and 
the minimum permitted by law, 
according to a U.S. Department of 
Agriculture official. 

Everett Rank, Administrator of 
USDA's Agricultureal Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, said all 
producers of 1984-crop soybeans will 
be eligible for loans and purchases 
since USDA does not require farmers 
to take part in production adjust- 


ment programs as a condition of 
eligibility. 

Rank said current law provides 
for the loan rate to be at a level equal 
to 75 percent of the simple average 
price received by farmers during the 
past five years, excluding the high 
year and the low year. However, the 
loan rate may not be set at less than 
$5.02 per bushel. 

Soybeans are not eligible for the 
farmer-owned reserye programs or 
for storage payments, Rank said.

HORTICULTURE TIPS

HOUSE PLANTS 

House plants that you have had 
outside should be conditioned before 
you move them in. Many times 
plants will shed their leaves after you 
move them in because of the stress 
that they go through. Plants which 
are used to a lot of fresh air and light 
moved into a stale air, low light 
situation inside the house will go 
through a tremendous stress period. 
At this time the plant could turn 
yellow, drop the leaves, or become 
very unthrifty. 

To help prevent tfs_ stress, 
change locations of your plants 
slowly. In other words, move them 
from the edge of the porch back next 
to the edge of the house in less light. 
Then when you move them inside the 
house, place them in front of a 
window for awhile before you put 
them into a low light situation. This 
will help keep your plants looking 
healthier during the winter months. 


TEA SCALE 

I was over in the Scottsdale 
Subdivision in Enterprise and saw a 
severe case of tea scale on Burford 
Holly. Tea scale causes the leaves to 
turn yellow, drop off and the plant 
will be very unthrifty. To control 
scale, spray with Cygon, Defend, or 
Orthene two or three times at 
two-week intervals. 


PECAN SITUATION 

Pecans are beginning to fall, and 
I have had some inquires about the 
yield to be expected this year, Some 
of the early predictions were that the 
production will be down 15-17%, but 
with the continued 
could be raised considerably, 

lam afraid that many of the nuts 
are not going to be filled out 
completely because of the lack of 
water, This will cause the crop to be 
light. If you have a good crop ot 
nuts, you might consider watching 
the market a little before you sell, It 
could be that the prices will go up as 
the season progresses. 

Look at your pecan trees on 
November 1, and you can predict 
your crop for 1985. If your trees have 
a full set of leaves on November 1, 
your chances will be excellent for a 
good crop next year. 


TREE DEATHS 


It’s baffling for a tree to live a 
rich, prospering life and die for no 
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apparent reason. There may be 
several causes. 

One reason may be ald age. It’s 
also quite possible the root system 
has been suddenly damaged from 
grading or trenching. Or, soil above 
the roots may be compacted from 
traffic on roads paved above them. 

Reductions in ground water 
levels or long periods of drought may 
also cause a tree to die. And, some 
herbicides also are fatal to trees. 
Most likely, a combination of factors 
causes tree deaths. 


BUYING FRUIT TREES 

With fall approaching, you 
should plan to buy fruit trees for 
home planting. Variety selection is 
the most important consideration. 
Before buying any fruit tree be sure 
the variety is adapted for our area 

Check with local nurseries to be 
sure they carry the varieties you're 
interested in. If you order fruit trees 
by mail, remember that many mail 
order nurseries may be out of stock 
late in the winter. 

Another consideration is tree 
size. Smaller trees bear fruit as 
rapidly as oversized trees, are easier 
to transplant, and develop into 
healthier more vigorous trees. 

Bare-rooted fruit trees should be 
planted during the dormant season; 
from mid-November through 
February. You can plant container- 
grown trees from early fall through 
mid-spring.

SHADE TREES 

Nearly all shade trees are 


affected by a fungus leaf disease. 
During wet summers dead areas of 
several types develop on the leaf 
surface and cause the leaf to turn 
brown or even drop off. I have 
noticed that the sycamore trees are 
showing a lot of leaf damage that 
probably occurred during the hot, 
humid weather earlier in the 
summer, 

There is no control for this 
disease at this time. Good sanitation 
by cleaning up leaves and stems as 
they fall will hely ury next 
year. To chemically control leafspot, 
trees should be spraying beginning 
early in the spring with a good 
fungicide. However, most of the time 
this is impractical. 
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List Of Eligible Voters Are 
Posted For ASC Elections 


On October 4, 1984 a list of the 
names of all known eligible persons 
to receive ballots in the upcoming 
annual ASC committee election will 
be available in the county ASCS 
office, reports Robert English, 
Chairperson of the Coffee County 
ASC Committee. Farmers will also 
begin nominating candidates for the 
ASC election on October 4. 

ASCS, an agency of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, is 
responsible for farm program 
administration. On the local level, 
ASCS operates under a farmer- 
elected committee system. This 
year’s elections will be by mail ballot 
between November 23 and 
December 3. Voters may also get 
ballots at the County ASCS office. 

Anyone who meets the following 
requirements is eligible to vote in 
these farmer committee elections: 
any individual of legal voting age 
with an interest in a farm as owner, 


operator, tenant, or sharecropper 
who is eligible to participate in any 
ASCS program. - 

Several general provisions relate 
to ASCS voter eligibility. A wife who 
operates a farm with her husband 
can vote if her name is on the deed of 
conveyance. Any person under legal 
voting age can vote if he or she runs 
a farm, and a legal guardian who 
runs a farm for a child can vote for 
child. No person can be denied the 
right to vote because of race, Sex. 
age, color, religion, of national 
origin. : 

A person may cast a ballot in any 
county in which he or she is an 
eligihle ASC voter, but he or she 
cannot vote in more than one 
community in the county. If an 
eligible voter has separate farm 
interests in more than one 
community in the same county, 
special care will be taken to see that 
only one ballot is issued to that voter.

This is an excellent opportunity for 
our young people and adults who are 
interested in beef cattle production 
to gain some valuable training. 


LIMING 

I visited a peanut producer in the 
Damascue Community this week, 
and what I saw bothered me. He 
brought a sample of peanuts to the 
office. As I looked at them, it 
occurred to me that these peanuts 
would not make over 500 to 600 
pounds of peanuts per acre. Our 
normal yield is an average of 2500 to 
3000 pounds per acre. 

I visited this field which had just 
been inverted and was stunned at 
the extremely poor crop of peanuts. 
The low yield was not due to lack of 
rainfall. This field has not been 
limed in a number of years and has 
been planted to peanuts about every 
other year for a long time. It is going 
to be interesting to see the soil test 
results on this field. Iam almost 100 
percent positive the pH will be very 
low. 

October is an excellent time to 
take soil samples of all fields which 
will be going into row crops next year 
or into small grains this fall. A lot of 
successful peanut growers in Coffee 
County plant rye in the fall and 
fertilize it and do not have to add 
additional fertilizer for peanuts in 
the spring. In addition, lime dealers 
can do a good job of spreading lime 
in October and November, 


SPECIAL DEMONSTRATION 

Steve Musser of the Soil 
Conservation Service has set up a 
special planting demonstration to be 
held on the Kenny Mack farm 
October 26, at 10:00 a.m. The 
purpose of this program is to 
demonstrate and evaluate a new 
plow iwhich loosens che subsoil and 
preserves the topsoil. It is called the 
paraplow, and it is similar to some of 
the subsoilers on the market but has 
some special features. 

If you are interested in seeing 
this demonstration, visit the Mack 
farm on October 26.

DISEASE CONTROL 

Dr. J. Lee Alley, State Veteri- 
narian, is urging cattle producers in 
this area to have the local 
veterinarian vaccinate heifer calves 
at 4-10 months of age to protect them 
against Bang's disease. 

Folks in the Bang’s_ control 
division are placing heavy emphasis 
on calf vaccination of replacement 
heifers. In addition to protecting 
calves against Bang's disease, 
vaccination of heifer calves also 


provides the -added benefit of 
qualifying calves for out-of-state 
shipment. 


Dan Presley is working closely 
with beef cattle producers, and he 
said that veterinarians in our area 
have the vaccine free of charge for all 
Coffee County cattle owners for 
female calves 4-10 months old. This 
free vaccination does not apply to 
calves having to be vaccinated at the 
livestock market to qualify for 
interstate shipment. 


PROCESSING DEER 

We have a new _ publication 
entitled, ‘'Field Dressing and 
Processing Deer in Alabama."’ This 
is a neatly done, 12-page book 
complete with excellent pictures on 
dressing deer. It was prepared by 
Dr. Bill Jones and Dr. Olene 
Zenoble, food specialists at Auburn 
University. 

It gives complete information on 
bleeding the deer, field dressing, 
hanging aging, skinning, splitting of 
carcass, cutting the carcass, cutting 
the hind quarter, cooking methods, 
and a lot of recipes using deer meat.

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Elba City Attorney Mark Vaughan was at Monday's city council meeting and 
gave a report on the city's suit concerning the closing of the local rail service. 


City Council Advised Of Continuing Legal 
Efforts To Prevent Closing Of Railroad 


The Elba City Council meeting 
Monday night opened with council 
members hearing a report from 
Police Chief John White that a new 
radar unit costing $750 had been 
installed in one of the police cars. He 
also reported recovery of a stolen 
pickup truck. 

City attorney Mark Vaughan 
gave the council members an update 
on negotations to keep the Seaboard 
Coastline Railroad operating to Elba. 
The firm has won approval from the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to 
abandon the line from near Enter- 
prise to Elba. 


Vaughan stated that dual action 
has been started with an appeal 
before the ICC in Washington. and 
one in the 1ith Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Atlanta. 

The Washington case is asking 
for a hearing to allow Elba officials to 
present evidence to support claims of 
keeping the rail line operational. The 
Atlanta case is to get a court order 
preventing the railroad from taking 
up any track while efforts are going 
on to permanently stop the action. 

Vaughan said the city and the 
railroad are presently in a 100-day 
bargaining period. which began in 


County Commission To Settle Lawsuit Concerning Overpayment 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
October 22, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and voted to settle a 
lawsuit concerning overpayment of 
ad valorem taxes. 

The suit, which was filed in all 
counties in the state and concerns 
the Current Use Act, deals with the 
overpayment of taxes during 1979 
through 1981. All agencies in the 
county will be forced to reimburse a 
portion of the $72,585 overpayment, 
with the commission's share coming 
to approximately $25,000. 


The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9 a.m., with all members present, 
and after the routine approval of 
minutes the first order of business 
was to discuss naming a county 
depository. Giving proposals on loan 
and savings account interest rates 
was asked from all banks in the 
county and all responded. Banks 
included The Peoples Bank, The 
Citizens Bank, Enterprise Banking 
Company, Elba Exchange Bank and 
Coffee County Bank. 
¢ A decision on naming the deposi- 
tory was tabled until Thursday, 
October 25, when an adjourned 
meeting will be held. 


Two health insurance representa- 
tives presented 15-minute presenta- 
tions on their policies; however, no 
decision was made. The two 
representatives were from Humana 
Care Plus and the Association of 
County Commissions group policy. 


Steve Muser, of the local Soil 
and Conservation District, reported a 
grant had been approved to do work 
on a gully on County Road 37, two 
miles north of Victoria. The gully is 
endangering the roadway and 
according to Commissioner Billy 
Eagerton is in need of immediate 
attestion. 


Muser reported the grant was 
an 80-20 grant, with the county's 
share of the project to be $10,000. 
The county will be reimbursed for 
use of county equipment and labor, 
making the actual funding much 
less. The project will start in early 
November and will take four weeks 
to complete. 

The commission voted unani- 
mously to enter a contract to meet 
the 20 percent share of the expenses. 


County Engineer Frank Charlton 
stated a fourth bridge replacement 
project had been approved for the 
county. The new bridge will be 
across the Folsom Mill Creek and 
will cost approximately $62,000 
($12,380 in county funds). 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
stated he would like the Holloway 
Tabernacle and Dewey Johnson 
Roads based as soon as work was 
completed on the Rugg Road. The 
commission agreed and also added 
the Fairview-Friendship Road to the 
list. 

The four ‘‘lame duck’? com- 
missioners pushed through a motion 
to resurface ten miles of rural roads, 
despite objections from the two 
commissioners who will remain in 
office. The two commissioners 
stated the $150,000-$200,000 price 
tag for doing the roadwork wasn't in 
the budget and said the county 
didn't have the money to do the 
work, 

The motion passed 4-2, with 
Boutwell, Grant, Martin and Bowden 
voting for the work, while Bradley 
and Eagerton opposed. 

Roads to be resurfaced include a 
4'4-mile stretch on County Road 30, 
a three-mile stretch on County Road 
60 and a 2'4-mile stretch on County 
Road 89.

batteries to be used by the highway 
department, with only local firms 
being asked to bid; 

***took no action on a request for a 
raise for two foremen; 

***was told the deadline for the 
delivery of four one-ton trucks and 
one pickup had passed, which was a 
violation of a contract; 

***heard Commissioner Bradley 
question a $400 bill for placing 
counterweights on a backhoe, and 
expressed a doubt about the true 
weight of the machine; 

***voted to send out invitations to 
bid on two cars for the sheriff's 
department; 

***took no action on a request for a 
raise for two jailers; 


***was invited to have a car in the 
Elba homecoming parade; 

***was told ten veting machines 
would be picked up this week in 
Montgomery; 

***was reminded of a school for poll 
officials set for November 1 at New 
Brockton; 

*** authorized all members to attend 
a mid-winter conference in Sheffield 
on November 13-14; 

***voted to send out invitations to 
bid on carpet for the Elba courtroom; 
***wWas told over $138,000 worth of 
surplus food had been distributed in 
the county from October 1983 - June 
1984; and 

***voted to use Revenue Sharing 
Funds in the Public Safety account.

Previously both the Water and 
Electric Department had been under 
the direction of city councilman Cleo 
Hawkins who will continue to direct 
the operations of the electric 
department, Alabama law prohibits 
payment of a salary to a city 
councilman for this service, but 
doesn't forbid the same payment to a 
mayor if he actually performs a 
service to the utility. 

Members of the board who will 
serve with Vaughan are city council 
members Jack Prescott, Gladys 
Yelverton and Cleo Hawkins, along 
with private citizen Mickey 
Murdock. The guidelines approved 
with the bond issues call for a board 
made up of three city officials and 
two private citizens. 

The board heard a complaint 


from a citizen on appliances 
damaged by electrical surges; 
officially approved a change in the 
late fees and reconnect fees; gave a 
five percent pay raise effective 
October 1; approved a budget for the 
coming year, and appointed Jack 
Prescott to serve with Cleo Hawkins 


as Elba representative with the 
Alabama Electric Co-op Board of 
‘Trustees. 


The board was informed of a 
request by AEC for a new 40-year 
wholesale power contract that w ould 
be in effect until 2025. No action was 
taken and Vaughan asked that more 
information be gathered before the 
November meeting of the board. 

Board meeting will continue to be 
held at S p.m on the second Tuesday 
in the month.

August. During this time the courts 
allow the parties to work for a 
solution. and rail service is continued 
during this ttme. Then. if all else 
fails. the Atlanta court will be asked 
for a ruling. 

City officials will be invited to 
meet with Seaboard officials to 
negotiate a settlement. The meeting 
will be set up at a location convenient 
to both parties and probably will be 
in Tallassee, according to Vaughan. 

The legal council in Washington 
has advised of the passage of a 
resolution to form a municipal rail 
authority to lease or buy the rail 
lines. The first job of the authority 
would be to determine the feasibility 
of the action, as well as the cost. 
While Vaughan didn’t have a copy of 
the proposed resolution in hand. he 
promised to have one prepared by 
the next meeting if the council so 
desired. Without any formal written 
resolution, the council voted to allow 
Mayor Bob English and Attorney 
Vaughan to meet with New Brockton 
officials and Coffee County officials 
for the purpose of forming a joint 
authority. The council also gave tue 
two authority to negotiate with 
Seaboard officials and make deals 
subject to approval of the whole 
council. 

Another solution to the problem 
would be to condemn the rail lines if 
the ICC does give final approval to 
cease operations. Vaughan 
explained that once the lines have 
been abandoned, the City of Elba 
could condemn the property just like 
any other property needed for public 
use. 

Also to be considered in the 
feasibility study is the offer from 
several short-line railroad operators 
to lease the lines and operate rail 
service. Vaughan said there are 
several firms in the nation who might 
be interested. They would come in 
with one engine, a couple of cars, 
hire local people and run rail service 
two or three days a week as needed 
and the same employees would do 
maintenance on the equipment on 
the other days. 

The Alabama Public Service 
Commission is ready to assist with 
any appeal work if necessary, 
according to Vaughan. 

When Vaughan was asked if 
members of the railroad authority 
were allowed to receive pay, he 


promised to read back through the 
law governing the action and come 
up with an answer, but voiced an 
opinion that he didn't think there 
was anything prohibiting reasonable 
payment for time devoted to the job. 
Vaughan asked the council for 
direction and indicated he under- 
stood they wanted rail service to 
Elba one, two, three times a week or 
whatever was necessary to serve the 
needs of the users and any future 
industry. All council members 
agreed that this is their goal. 


A shuffle in the membership of 
the Water and Electric Board was 
handled quickly by the council. The 
resignation of long time board 
member Charles Hayes and council 
members Frances Trammell and 
John W. Sharpless led to the naming 
of Mickey Murdock, Cleo Hawkins 
and Gladys Yelverton to serve on the 
board. They will all serve with Oscar 
Vaughan. and Jack Prescott for the 
duration of the present city council. 

A report by Mrs. Trammell on 
the possibility of taking a new census 
in Elba indicated that Elba presently 
has about 400 more people than ‘he 
1980 federal census recorded, and 
with the proposed extension of the 
Elba city limits. this figure would be 
even larger and could greatly affect 
the amount of federal funding 
received by the city. She promised a 
more detailed report at the next 
meeting. 

Mrs. Yelverton is working on the 
proper way to change the voting to 
the word system within the city 
limits and she stated she expected to 
have something positive to report 
during the first meeting of 
November. 


The council “opened. bids on 
gasoline for the city, and Mayor 
English noted no bids had been 
received for longer than 30 days and 
to comply with the law written bids 
might become necessary every 
month. Bids were received from four 
firms, with Price Oil of Andalusia 
being low bidder with bids of 90.72 
for regular; 96.22 for unleaded and 
85.25 for diesel.

Foster Families Needed In Coffee County 


From the Coffee County Foster 
Parent Program 

Cathie Hansen, service 
supervisor with the Coffee County 
Department of Pensions and 
Security, states that the foster parent 
program in Coffee County meets a 
very special and worthwhile need, 
These foster families take children 
into their homes who cannot live with 
their natural parents or relatives. 
Coffee County currently has 16 
families that serve as foster parents. 
However, more foster parents are 
needed to assist with the growing 
number of children coming to the 
attention of the county department. 

Children who are placed with 
foster parents come into the custody 
of the Department of Pensions and 
Security because they are 
abandoned, abused, or neglected. 
Consequently, these children have a 
tremendous need for the love and 
care of a stable family. The foster 
parents in Coffee County have been 
able to provide these children with 
this love and affection that they need 
for healthy emotional development. 
Once these children are placed in 
foster care, they remain with their 
foster parents from a few days to 
several years. The county 
department does not like to leave 
children in foster care for periods 
longer than one year. However, 
there are circumstances that require 
foster children to remain in foster 
care much longer than this one year 
time period. Foster parents help the 
children admit the losses or injuries 
they have suffered. They provide 
food, shelter and medical care (with 
the aid of a DPS board payment and 
medicaid.) Just as importantly, 
foster parents provide love, 
guidance and positive discipline.

The foster parents work 
very closely with the social worker at 
the county department to assure that 
the child's needs are being met and 
that the damage that has been done 
to the child will be minimal through 
the corrective experience of a foster 
home placement. As a result, the 
foster care experience can have a 
very positive and healing effect on a 
child.

Causes of stress are called 
stressors. They may include any 
unusual demand on a person's body 
or mind. Stress also occurs when a 
person must adapt to an unfamiliar 
situation, whether the change seems 
favorable or unfavorable. For 
example, most people experience 
stress when they welcome a. new 
baby to their family, or mourn the 
death of a close relative. A change in 
a person's income, marital status, 
place of residence or even diet may 
also trigger stress. 

Prolonged stress may tempo- 
rarily exhaust organs in the body 
that help the body maintain energy 
and resist disease. As a result, a 
person may feel extremely fatigued 
and have iitle ability to fight illness. 

Illnesses that are caused by 
stresses are rashes, ulcers, disorders 
of stomach and skin, and high blood 
pressure. Extremely prolonged and 
severe stress can lead to a heart 
attack. 


To avoid stress we should plan 
periods of relaxation and learn to 
handle troublesome situations with a 
minimum of stress; and last but not 
least pay close attention to your 
health.

The Elba Tigers continued their winning ways last week by ting an 
impressive 31-7 win over the Troy Trojans, and in doing so claimed their 
seventh win in a row!

Little did Allan Bryan of Cleve- 
land realize the night of October 10, 
while fishing Logan Martin reser- 
voir, that he was soon to hold a new 
fresh water fishing record for the 
state of Alabama. But that is what 
happened with his catch of the 14-Ib. 
11.25 oz. largemouth bass which 
measured 25.9 inches in length and 
21.25 inches in girth. The fish was 
weighed on certified meat scales and 
measured by Game and Fish Div- 
.ision district biologist Curtis Lawson. 

After catching his bass on a 
spinner bait, Bryan placed it in the 
live well of his boat, and it was still 
alive when he left the lake. He took 
the fish to the ‘‘Fisherman Shop’’ 
bait store in Kimerly, owned by 
Rudy and Mary Sandlin, who placed 
the fish in‘a'3000-gallon aquarium in 
the store, where it still swims and 
can be seen, thus documenting his 
catch. Mrs. Sandlin contacted 
officials in the Game and Fish 
Division's Fisheries Section saying 
they were ‘‘almost sure it was a new 
state record,”’ 

The former largemouth bass 
record of 14 Ibs. 8.5 oz. was held by 
Andy Stewart of Eight Mile, who 
caught the bass on February 12, 
1983, in the Washington County 
state-managed public fishing lake. 


Monroe County 9-7, Atmore 32-0, 
Pace 17-14 and Greenville 21-0; and 
these five teams boast a combined 
record of 30 wins and only eight 
losses! The Bulldog wins were 
blowouts over Troy 20-6 and Dale- 
ville 37-21. So, the schedule shows 
that Andalusia is not an average 2-5 
team. 

“Andalusia has got a very good 
football team,’’ warned Elba’s Coach 
Mack Wood. ‘‘They have had some 
tough luck winning, but they've 
played an awfully rough schedule 
and played everybody a good game.

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The Elba Tigers claimed their 
seventh straight win last Friday 
night by posting an impressive 31-7 
win over the Charles Henderson 
High Trojans, in Troy. 

The win upped Elba’s record to 
7-0 and marked the 1ith time the 
Tigers had defeated Troy in the past 
12 meetings. Troy slipped to 0-7 
with the loss. 

Elba received the opening kick 
and drove 69 yards in nine plays to 
grab an early lead. The drive came 
entirely on the ground, led by the 
running of Richard McKinnon and 
Michael Scott, and was climaxed 
when Tim Dyess took a last-second 
pitch from John Hudson and waltzed 
in from five yards out. Hudson 
added the extra point, and with 7:38 
left in the first quarter Elba was out 
front 7-0.

Elba put the ball in play at 
midfield early in the second quarter 
following a short Trojan punt and 
drove down to take a 10-7 lead on a 
25-yard field goal by John Hudson.

Kinston took the opening kickoff 
and picked up two quick first downs 
before being forced to punt.

Special Session of 1982: and 

WHEREAS, the Alabama 
Legislature at its Third Special Ses- 
sion of 1982, by Act No. 82-799, 
ordered the election date on this pro- 
posed constitutional amendment 
postponed fo the first general elec- 
tion next succeeding two years from 
the effective date of the House Joint 
Resolution set out in Act No. 82-799; 
and - 
WHEREAS, the date of the first 
general election next succeeding two 
years from the effective date of the 
House Joint Resolution set out by 
Act No. 82-799 will be and occur on 
Tuesday, the sixth day of November, 
1984; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with this proposed 
amendment, is required by law and 
by the provisions of Act No. 82-689 to 
be given by a Proclamation of the 
Governor, to be published in every 
county in the State of Alabama for 
four successive weeks next 
preceding the day appointed for the 
election, in a newspz per published in 
each such county; 

NOW, THEREFORE, |, George C. 
Wallace, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct anc prociaim that on Tues- 
day, the sixth day of November, 1984, 
an election will be held at the sever al 
polling places within the State of 
Alabama in the manner and form 
provided by law upon the following 
proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution of 1901 of the State of 
Alabame: 


(a) The provisions of Sec: 
tions 9-11-44, 9-11-47 and 
9-11-49, Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended by Act No. 82-407, 
H. 80 of the 1982 Regular Ses: 
sion, shall not be applicable in 
Sumter, Choctaw. Greene, 
Hale, Pickens, Wilcox, Perry. 
Dallas and Marengo Counties. 
The provisions of Sections 
9-11-44, 9-11-47 and 9-11-49, 
Code of Alabama 1975, shall be 
as they were prior fo April 26, 
1982, in the said counties. 

(b) In said counties the fees 
shall be the same as prior to 
the enactment of said Act No. 
82-407 and the season shall be 
that as prescribed statewide, 
by statute or promulgation.

The Legislature may provide 
for and is authorized to pro- 
vide means and methods for 
the financing of this activity 
by prescribing a procedure 
whereby cotfon growers may.

lect assessments, fees and 
charges, based upon the 
amount of acreage of cotton 
planted. The Legislature is 
authorized to make provisions 
for non-payment of such 
assessments.
